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Lomond District Ready For 50 th Anniversary Weekend 


The start of what should be 
three of the biggest days of the 
I.oniond district is only two days 
away. The village is celebrating 
Its 50th birthdu.v and three days 
—Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
—have been set aside to fully 
ol>servo it. 

For months the anniversary 
committee, headed by Mayor B. 
M. (Pete) Stokes, has been 
working on every detail of a fit¬ 
ting program that will be enter¬ 
taining and yet serve us a remin¬ 
der and a tribute to those who 
paved the way for the district 
of today. 


Action comes early in the 
weekend with the start of a 
three-game senior ball tourna¬ 
ment sluted for 10:80 a.m. Fri¬ 
day. At 3:00 p.m. a country and 
western show featuring Roy 
Warliurst and iiis western swing 
hand and the Del Rios will bring 
crowds to the Lomond Commun¬ 
ity Centre, scene of most of the 
weekend activities. This prog¬ 
ram is sponsored by Jim I-ay's 
Purity 09 Service. Immediately 
following the show the Lomond 
Lions will have hundreds of 
pounds of prime beef barbecued 
for a late afternoon feast and in 


the evening starting at 7:30 p.m. 
the fun and excitement of prof- 
esional wrestling will be seen. 
Fraser’s orchestra will then play 
for a modern dance. 

The big anniversary parade is 
first on the agenda for Saturday 
with judging of entries to begin 
at 11:00 a.m. and marching time 
1:00 p.m. 

Following the parade the Vul¬ 
can County Hand will present a 
concert at the Comunity Centre 
to give folks a breather la-fore 
the afternoon of sports events. 
A cosh bingo at 4 p.m. precedes 


one of the highlights of the 
weekend, the Pioneer Supper 
from 6 to 8 p.m. Further honor 
to pioneers is in the special 
oldtime dance which la-gins at 
9 p.m. with Art Turley’s or¬ 
chestra in attendance.- The

with three prizes offered.

Rev. Fosmurk's parents came 
from Oregon in the summer of 

1909 to file a homesteud. In 
the fall the family moved to 
Claresholm while a home was 
being built and in Februury, 

1910 they returned to the new 
surroundings. Rev. Fosnutrk 
was one of 10 children and re¬ 
ceived his early education at 
Burdock School. This building 
was later moved to I-omond and 
is now the IIIC premises of 
Sid Carrington. 

From this district the young 
man answered the call to the 
ministry and his life has been 


dedicated to this vocation. Rev. 
Fosmark presently resides at 
Calgary where he is superin¬ 
tendent of the Prairie District, 
Free Kvangelical Church, 
Calgary.

Canada's support of General de 
Gaulle at the recent NATO meet¬ 
ing, in direct opposition to the 
position taken by the United States 
and Great Britain, has caused much 
comment on Parliament Hill. 
History may show that General de 
Gaulle’s view of the future of 
Europe is a correct one, but this 
is a matter of opinion that only 
future events will be able to prove 
one way or another. Many people 
around Ottawa think that it was 
not at all in Canada's best interest 
to publicly rebuke the U.SA. under 
these circumstances, as an un¬ 
friendly U.S. Government has 
numerous ways of making dis¬ 
pleasure felt in Canada; one has 
only to look back to 1962 to realize 
this. 

This is not to say that Canada 
should always agree with the 
United States, but when' we do de¬ 
cide to pull some feathers out of 
the Eagle’s tail it should be with 
respect to matters of perhaps 
greater importance to Canada's 
national interest. The other 
countries in NATO did not decide 
to pick up the cudgels on behalf 
of General de Gaulle, and the other 
NATO members are European 
countries which are directly affect¬ 
ed by General de Gaulle’s position. 

What is more, for the second 
time the Prime Minister has 
appeared to exercise astonishingly 
bad taste in his method of chastis¬ 
ing the U.S.A., viz., in a public 
speech in the U.S.A. itself. Such 
behaviour cannot help but an¬ 
tagonize the U.S. Government, and 
a great many Americans as well. 
How would we like it if President 
Johnson made a speech at Toronto 
University and publicly attacked 
Canada's failure to support the U.S. 
in Viet Nam? As already mentioned, 
General de Gaulle may prove to 
be right, but if Canada wished to 
support him the Government should 
have let its views be known by 
other means.
